SUMNER. 

WasarneTon, March 11.—Oongress took a 
rest to day over the exc.ting events of yester- 
day, and the fact has enabled Senators and 
members to mingle with the outside crowd, 
and learn a little of the excitement and com- 
ment that have everywhere prevailed over the 
removal of Senator Sumner. Letters and tel- 


egrams, ard the tenor of- Republican newspa- 
per articles have poured ia from all parte of 
the country, denourcimg the act of the Radical 
Senators, and appealing for some step that 
will restore harmony. This representation of 
public opinion has had a great effect 
on most of the leaders of 
the movement. Both Senators Morton and 
Sherman expressed great regret that it had 
ever been inaugurated, while Republican Sen- 
ators, who opposed it, declared that it had 
now become an irrepressible conrflictin the 
party which Grant himself could uotheal. It 
was agreed on all bacds that it would throw 
the whole New Evgiand delegation in the 
next Republican Convention agaiust Grant 
for a renomivation. In administration quart- 
ers the result is looked upon as being all 
right. The President in the course of con- 
versation to-day, warmly approved it. 
Amorg some of the friends of the administra- 
tion, the boast was loudly made that this 
particular time was sought to bumiliate Sum- 
ner inthe very face of the British Commis- 
sioners—in the very face, as it were, of the 
British Lion, of whom he so recegtly de- 
manced exemplary damages. Sumner has 
received hosts of congratulatory letters and 
telegrams to-day from various portions of the 
country, and especially from officers of the 
Union League, stating that public agmpathp 
is entirely with him. He seems to feel the 
degradation very keenly, but does not pro«. 
pose to yield an inch. He has his speech 
nearly.compieted on the San Dominzo 
scheme, m which he proposes to mike some 
remarkable exposures, and to declare that 
the sins for which Andrew Johnson was im- 
peached were while as snow compared with 
those that he shall charge on Gen. Grant.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Senator Scott to- 
day submitted a report from the sclect ¢om- 
mittee on investigation into the alleged 
outrages in the Southern States, The com- 
mittee state they were directed by resolution 
to ascertain whether the alleged crimes were 
committed by bands of a pol{tica) character 
and whether persons and property are seeare 

in the Southern States. The committee have 
confined their labors principally to the State 
of North Carolina, from which they have ex- 
amined fifty-two witnesses, twenty-nine Re- 
publicans, twenty-one Democrate,.1wo of no 

@:ty ALG cla Mituwilcso oF 
ncluding some of the most prominé&at mem- 
bers of either party. 

The report gives a full history of the origin 
and growth of this organization, which first 
appeared in some counties of the State as 
early as 1867, and continues: It is not neces- 
sary to cite from the evidence toshow that an 
orgav ization, itself secret, which by the terms 
Of its oath excludes all members of other 
secret sccieties, whose objects were to pro- 
tect and preserve the Government of the 
United States, is of a political character. 
What is that political character? The testi- 
mopy is uniform that none but members of 
the Democratic or Conservative party, in the 
State of North Caroline, join it. This being 
tbe case, the members and press of the polit- 
ical party which, according to the testimony 
quoted, had forty thoueand of its adherents 
evrolled in these camps would be, to say the 
least of it, auder great temptation to palliate 
their offevees, or 10 withbold depunciations 
when ciumes were cherged against them. 

ashe committee givés the names of ninety 
blacks and torty-iour whites, in the counties 
of Livcolp, Alamance, Catawba, Craven, Cas- 
weil, Chatham, Jones, Orange, Rockingham, 
Rutherford, Wake, and other counties, nearly 
allof whom were whipped, and the remainder 
sbot, robbed, hanged, or: driven from their 
bomes. Besides these specific cases of out 
rages, the testimony refers in general terms to 
others committed in other,counties, This 
list of crimes suggeststhe question. whether 
they were committed by members of the Ku- 
kivx organization aud by Ms direction, or with 
iis countenance.

When it is remem- 
bered that a discloeure of the secret proceed- 
ings incurs the penalty of death, and that all 
Other secrete, such as involve members in the 
guilt of aseassination, murder and_ violence, 
wou!d be most sacredly guarded, it 8 remark- 
able, not that 8o little evidence has been pro- 
duced bearipg upon rerticllar Cases, but 
ralber that any ohnvuld have been elieitad. 
Members of «né order, unwilling to go into 
dctats, bave, however, stated enough in « 
gereiai confession to authorize the belief that 
this orgavization, by wlatever pretense men 
were ii duced to enter it, stopped short of no 
means, however etiminsal, to accomplish its 
prrpore, 

The testimony quoted, almost without ex- 
ceplion, esteblishes that the outrages perpe- 
trated by those bauds in dieguise were inflicted 
upon members of the Republican party, both 
white apd colored; in some instances the fact 
tbat they were of that party being given as a 
reasov for punishment; in others alleged crime 
being the pretext, while in some such acts as 
keeping Sunday-school for eolored ctildren 
were given*as sufficient reason. In one in- 
stapce three negroes assumed the disguise of 
the Kuklux to cover their e¢rimes, but they 
were ieiected, couvicted, and are now io the 
penitentiary. 

Some wainesses also say they have no doubt 
the diaguise was assumed in other cazes by 
bad mev who were not Kuklux. The second 
inquiry, Damely, whe’ her persons and property 
are secure in the State, is considered in two 
aspects: 1.

The statemeut is true, To what 
extent that opinion is sustained as to these 
offenses, when it is shown that over one huao- 
dred crimes, ranging from murder to petty 
larceny, have been committed by members of 
an organization made up of the adherents of 
one political party, and that 
stance has there been conviction or punish- 
ment, must be left to the reader of the testi- 
movy, Lerewith suboutted.

such power ir, in the opinion of the minority, 
unwarranted by the Constitution, and utterly 
subversive of our federal system of State 
Geoveruments.

But all this is manifestly of a plan, cut and 
dried by a conspiracy formed of disappointed 
politicians who have lost the confidence of 
their people, and have been cast out of office 
by the almost unanimous voice of a betrayed 
aud injured constituency. At the head of 
this conspiracy plainly stands William W. 
Holden, Goyervor of North Carolina, and now 
undergoing trial by procees of impeachment 
for high misdemeauors and gross abuses of 
bis official power. He has beggared the 
Treasury of his State, and plundered, out- 
raged and betrayed her people, and now looks 
to the strong arm of the Federal Government 
as the only means of securing bim from ajust 
punishment due bis crimes.
